As we approach Lhe old terminal 
building, police officers on the roof 
wearing bullet proof vests and scan¬ 
ning the area with binoculars watch 
the gathering below. 

Farther along, a young man 
wearing a Clinton/Gore tee-shin 
hands us a flyer. "You better read it 
now, 'cause they'll take it away from 
you at the gaLc." 

People standing around holding 
signs that read "What about AIDS'?" 
and "Ciinton/Gorc * 92 " tell us they 
have a right to go inside too, OLhers 
wearing Bysh/Quayle shirts .say this 
is a paid for politically organized 
meeting and they have the right to 
turn away non-supporters if they 
choose. 

Sure enough, as we start through 
lhe gate someone asks for the flyer 
handed to us earlier, I say, "No 
lhatiks," put it in my pocket and 
continue through the gate unop¬ 
posed. 

Rounding the corner, a row of 
metal detectors and security person¬ 
nel are on hand to make sure we 
aren't carry'ing weapons. 


Once past this obstacle, we walk 
onto the tarmac where hundreds of 
supporters have gathered for several 
hours. Electrical wires snake 
through the horde of people, high 
school bands play opposing tunes, 
signs wave and people cheer. 

Straight ahead on a crowded 
platform, public officials take turns 
speaking to the crowd. The stage is 
set for the appearance of lhe one 
responsible for all this excitement. 
Instead of being in Lansing, 
Michigan last Tuesday to debate 
Bill Clinton, President George Bush 
was in Shreveport ready for a right. 
The President sLopped off Air Force 
One into one of the largest political 
rallies Shreveport has ever seen. 
Amid chants of "Four more 
years," from sign-waving followers. 
President Bush said, "I enjoy this. 
After 11 months of hearing them 
(the Clinton camp) bash my brains 
out, it's wonderful to stand up and 
say the truth about this record. He 
talks a good game, but hts actions 
betray his words." 

Clinton may talk a good game, 
but so does Bush. His entire 30 
minute speech slammed Clinton's 
record as governor and never came 


near the real issues of this political 
campaign. 

He mentioned his "Agenda for 
American Renewal," education and 
his stand on law- enforcement, but 
much of his time was spent on name 
calling. Bush would like to see can¬ 
didate Clinton, the Doberman pin¬ 
scher, meet Governor Clinton, the 
chihuahua, regarding crime. 

On the subject of debate, "Per¬ 
haps candidate Clinton should 
debate Governor Clinton and his 
record," Bush said. 

Bush said Clinton's record in 
Arkansas is "slippery when wet."

He went on to say the governor had 
let the people oF Arkansas down, 
"Do not let him do that to the Unit¬ 
ed Stales of America." 

"With my record in war and 
peace and heating down the Com¬ 
munist aggression, winning in 
Desert Storm and bringing Democ¬ 
racy around the world, l am the per¬ 
son to renew America , , . Bush 
said. 

Even though he side stepped the 
issues, the spirited crowd loved see¬ 
ing the President. 

After his speech. Bush moved 
through some of the group shaking 


hands, waved good-bye and 
re boarded Air Force One. The Presi¬ 
dent of the United States breezed in 
and out of Shreveport in about 43 
minutes. 

Clinton/Gore communications 
director George Stcphanopoulos 
said in a prepared statement, 
"George Bush is everywhere but at 
the debate site in Michigan today." 

As I stand here watching the 
throng, a guy with a hand primed 

sign that reads, *-all Politicians" 

walks in front of the media cameras. 
How did he gel through the gate?

The SGA is currently accepting applications to rill 
a number of vacant scats on administrative and faculty 
committees. 

The seals are open to full-time students who have a 
minimum 2.0 GPA, 

"I want every student to be able to fill these posi¬ 
tions. A lot of people care about the campus and the 
committees," said Vincent Mangum, SGA vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

Joel Morgan, the SGA president, will review all 
applications and then appoint the students he feels arc 
the best qualified. His appointments will then be sub¬ 
mitted to the SGA senate for approval. 

Morgan has already appointed David Bminis to the 
Safety Committee and Dale Kaiser to the Athletic 
Council. For other appointments, he wants students 
with expertise in the committee's subject matter. For

Previously the faculty chairs of Lhe committees 
appointed students. However, Raines said dial site felt 
it was important that students make this decision.

What was supposed to have been 
a routine duly, ignited into a heated 
dispute between the president and 
vice-president of Student Govern¬ 
ment Association when the two dis¬ 
agreed about when the task should 
have been done.

Athletic Council to reconsider its decision to 
pay a cheerleader sponsor S750 per year in a 
nice ling Iasi Wednesday, 

f fie Athletic Council passed an amend- 
nieni to the athletic budget to set aside $750 
lor a C lieerlcader Sponsor last summer, but 
Vickie Gentry, last year's sponsor, resigned 


her duties due to scheduling problems. 

The consensus of the SGA was that the 
money should be given to the cheerleaders. 
Dale Kaiser, sports information director, said 
the athletic budget docs not fund the cheer¬ 
leaders but it will now pay for a sponsor to 
make sure ihc cheerleaders come to practice 
and games. 

'll you have a very enthusiastic, get down 
lit business, oriented sponsor things will defi¬ 
nitely improve," Kaiser said, "but paying 


$750 for one is ridiculous, especially when 
you consider having someone like Kathy 
Plante, panhcllcnic advisor, who has worked 
over 20 hours a week, and she did it for free. 1 ’ 

Larry Ram bin, athletic director, is currently 
searching for a replacement. 

"I am looking for someone who is interest¬ 
ed and willing to spend some time, 11 he said. 
'The S750 is more of a token of appreciation 
than a salary. It is an incentive u> build inter¬ 
est in the position."

Identification Division of the CPSD. 

Lt Jay Wright, head of the ID 
division, said he was "expecting to 
fingerprint over 4,000 first grade 
school children." He added linger* 
priming was to be done in both pub¬ 
lic and private schools, and is 
expected to he completed by hue 
Ociohcr. The president of the l.SL'S 
Association of‘Criminal Justice Sui- 
dents contacted Wright, idle ring 


assistance in carrying out the pro¬ 
ject, Wright said he was glad to 
receive help as the funds which arc 
needed lo complete the project are 
not always available and they "can 
use all ihc help they can get." 

"This is the first lime a non- 
policc agency has assisted," said 
Robin Benefield, secretary of ACJS. 
Members of the ACJS commented 
on ihe practicality of ihc experience.

It is 
esxenual that this statement he as specific as [x>ssihk\ 

Hie res* ol die resume should pn>vide evitleuee of creden¬ 
tials, h should include educational background, job experience 
and extracurricular activities. 

Remember lo slate biggest selling points first, continuing in 
decreasing order of importance. This gives ihe employer the 
best possible firsi impression, and may make him or her 
decide whether to cominuc reading your resume. 


Tips for power resume' 

1. Do it yourself. Resume writing services arc great, but 
only you know your own simnglhs and gcxils. This document 
is about you. so YOU should prepare it, giving Lhe prospec¬ 
tive employer a led lor who you are and whaL you am offer. 

2. Use active words that capture the reader's eye and 
demonstrate the results of your experience. 

3. Don’t go to the expense of having your resume typeset 
when you can do u on your computer. A good laser or letter 
quality printer is ad you need to give your resume a profes¬ 
sional look, 

4. If you mail a resume, send a cover letter addressed to 
the person with the power to hire. This is where research 
comes in handy, 

5. A follow-up call to ihe employer is gixxl, not only to 
ensure that they received u, hut to draw attention to your 
resume. Offer to send a transcript, references, anything lo gel 
ihem to pull your resume out of the stack.

Once the resume is written, Stowe offered ideas to mi 
more effective. ; 

"Employers tend Lo lump resumes together/’ he cornu 
"The more times you can get them to see it, ihe more far 
they will be with your qualifications, and they will be i 
likely to call you for that interv iew." 

Ron Barber, sales manager for New York Life Insur; 
Company said altitude is whai will make one’s resume 
out of ihe stack. 

"It l can read enthusiasm in it. then that's it/’ he sail 
shows me that they are willing to pul their skills toward v 
ever opportunities are there/' 

Sheridan also said job hunters should, above all, be lie 
in their career expectations, 

"Be willing to start out at a lower level than you had hi 
so that you can gel in there and demonstrate your capabilii

I most $46,000 is allotted for 
at ions costs. Operations cost 
for part of the salary of the ath- 
director, insurance for the play¬ 


ers, phone calls, supplies and equip¬ 
ment 

"The amount may seem high to 
some people but $ 11,000 of it is for 
insurance alone," Rambin said. 
"People keep asking why wc don't 
have football, but insurance for 
football alone would cost over 
$70,000." 

Any larger sport is going to cost 
more, plain and simple. Every 
aspect, from uniforms (consider that 
a football helmet costs SI25) to 
equipment and not to mention 
coaches’ salaries, would increase. 

"Wc get more mileage out of our 
budget because wc don't have to pay 
full time coaches," Rambin said. 

The LSUS coaches spend time 
on practice as well as travel. "This 
year wc won t be slaying over any¬ 
where but twice in the season 
because wc don't have the money," 
said Barham. 

The head coaches for all the 
sports, except women’s volleyball, 
make $4,000 per year. The volley¬ 
ball coach makes $2,500 because 
not as many games are played. 


Rambin says that if LSUS ever 
intends to grow in the field of ath¬ 
letics that "we must have full time 
coaches." 

"It's impossible for us to be here 
enough to make phone calls and 
correspond with the people wc need 
10 since w>c aren't here during the 
day," said Barham. 

Aside from operating costs, the 
remaining money is divided up 
among the various sports, cheer¬ 
leaders and concessions. 

The most expensive sport to run 
is men's basketball, followed by 
men's baseball, women’s basketball, 
volleyball and soccer, Rambin 
expects that cost to go up. 

"Next year men's and women's 
basketball will be more even 
because they'll play about the same 
number of games,'' he said. 

The only money being given to 
the cheerleaders is to pay the spon¬ 
sor $750 for her Lime during the 
semester. The supplies for the cheer¬ 
leaders arc coming out of their own 
pockets, S50 per person, totaling 
$700.

Registering to vote 
gives students voice 

It's all about choice. It's ail about Change. It's all about freedom. 

College students may not feel like they have any power in gov¬ 
ernment because politicians ignore them. Campaign rhetoric is 
directed towards the married, middle class families in the suburbs. 
College students have heard nothing of interest to them, and they 
have reflected this in the way they vole: they don’t. 

On average, most college students don’t even bother to register 
for their right to vote. 

They don’t register because issues concerning them are ignored. 
Politicians side-step issues important to students because students 
aren’t a primary concern for candidates when seeking public office. 
If they don't vole, they don't matter. It is a vicious cycle. 

For instance, in tbc latest round of budget cuts higher education 
is lopped right off the lop. Students can expect a belt tightening in 
the semesters to conic, beginning with a tuition increase. 

Registering to vote is the first step. It may lake some effort, but 
pul forth that effort. To have a voice, to make a difference, students 
must register to vole. 

Students might feel that individually they cannot make a differ¬ 
ence. But collectively, they can make noise. Caddo Parish has near¬ 
ly 50,000 registered voters in the 18-34 age group along, according 
to the Caddo Parish Registrar of Voters office. Nationally, 25 mil¬ 
lion people fall into that category, but not all of them are registered 
to vote. Imagine the noise it would make if all of them were. That 
would mean recognition. 

Potentially, this age group has power. But being registered is not 
enough. They have to vote. 

Issues facing college students are not that different than issues 
facing every other voter. They need to be tailored differently. Stu¬ 
dents want affordable health insurance and health can;, a cure Tor 
AIDS, a cleaner environment, equal pay scales and jobs. By voting 
for their candidate, students raise awareness for their issues. 

Registering to vote gives students a voice. Voting makes them 
heard. 

But politicians don’t want students to register and vote, so they 
can continue their careers as politicians, rather than public servants. 

Politicians don’t want students to register and vote, because then 
they might have to consider what they arc saying. 

Register to vote. Make a choice, make a change, have a voice in 
your future.

lull not last spring. The SC IA con¬ 
stitution does not stipulate a date b\ 
which Lhe appointments should be 
made. 

"The Senate hasn't mandated 1 do 
anything or expressed any negativi¬ 
ty toward my actions,” Morgan said. 

Kathy Travis, the elected SGA 
vice-president who resigned in 
August due to a family illness, said 
"It was my understanding that it 
would be o.k. lo wail until school 
started (to make the appointments)." 

Travis and Morgan met in June 
to draw up a rough list of students 
they thought would serve well on 
lhe committees. When Travis 
resigned, Morgan lelt he had to start 
from scratch with new vice-presi¬ 
dent Mangum. 

Gloria Raines* vice-chancellor of 
student affairs, shares Mangum's 
opinion that the appointments 
should have been made last spring. 


"Quite, frankly, I was very unhap¬ 
py that it hadn't been done," Raines 
said, 

Raines further stated that "the 
reason for having the (SGA) presi¬ 
dent and senate elected so early is 
so all that business can be taken 
care of,” 

Morgan said the elections arc 
held early so the newly-elected 
SGA president can attend the Con¬ 
ference on Student Government at 
Texas AStM in March, 

In the meantime* some of the 
committees have been meeting 
without student representation* and 
a number of the faculty chairs are 
angry about this. 

So far* Morgan has made two 
appointments. He appointed David 
Brainis to the Safely Committee and 
Dale Kaiser to the Athletic Council. 
He stated the remaining 18 scats 
will be filled within two weeks.

Psychology professor plays blues for his fans

The deep, smooth sounds of rhythm and 
blues flow as Don Aytch relaxes in his chair 
behind the console of broadcasting booth A at 
KDAQ. 

Aytch serves the community's cries for 
something new, something different. Aytch 
plays blues music on Tuesday and Friday 
nights from 10 p.m, to midnight on the pro¬ 
gram New Age and Jazz. 

"The program staned three years ago. I 
was just supposed to get it started and JVc 
been here ever since," Aytch said* 

Program content covers the spectrum of 
blues music from old to contemporary. 

M I play everything from Lead Belly and 
Curtis Jones to Buddy Guy and B*B. King," 
he said. "My favorite song is 'One Angel of 
Mercy' by Buddy Guy." 

Aytch brings his own records. He checks 
every tiling he plays to make sure the content 
is suitable lor Lhe public* 

Aytch* a professor at Southern University,

doesn't work ai KDAQ for the money. 

"This is my hobby. Some people go fish¬ 
ing, 1 come here. This, with his arms stretched 


wide, is my labor of love." Aytch works about 
eight hours a week and when he goes on the 
air the phones start ringing, all three of them. 
"I have calls coming in every two minutes, 
sometimes three at a time. J just wish I could 
answer them ad*" 

His fans wish he could too. Ruby, a 
Shreveport woman, called in and *said, "1 love 
him* He cares about his callers. He's warm 
and kind like a neighbor. I've never missed his 
show, not even the lime I got sick and had to 
go to the hospital. 1 told the doctors not to 
operate on me until I had a radio beside me* 

*'Aytch’s show is heard in places like 
Pincland, Texas, Eldorado, Ark*, and Bunkie, 
La. He has friends he's never seen before, "l 
have a group from Bunkie that calls in every 
Tuesday and Friday like clock work. That's 
what its all about, meeting new people and 
satisfying their needs." 

Aytch Ls the chairman of the Department of 
Psychology at Southern University and has 
lived in Shreveport all his life. He played in 
the Shreveport Symphony for 15 years. In 
1976, Aytch was instrumental in developing 


the Caddo Parish Commission, of which he is 
still a member. He traveled around the country 
to different annual conventions and noticed 
how many public radio stations carried blues. 

"In New Orleans, there was a public station 
that carried blues music 24 hours a day," he 
said. Three years ago, Aytch decided to sec 
Catherine Fraser, the general manager at 
KDAQ, about starting a blues show and the 
rest Ls history. 

"1 felt like if the other stations could do it, 
wc could too, besides the interest was here," 
Aytch said. "1 wanted to give to the com muni- 
ty that which has given me so much pleasure 
over the years*" 

In the future, Aytch hopes KDAQ wall 
expand its coverage and increase die station's 
"library' of music." KDAQ is in the process of 
switching to compact discs, meaning more 
music and a higher sound quality. 

'The more hlue*s we play the better, and 
remember blues is the original lolk music," 
Aytch said* "Blues is American music. It 
brings us back to our heritage*"
